It wns twenty minutes after tho shouting be- 


gan bofore Mr. Vibw could bring hia big voice 
to bear on tho convention again, nnd ovon thon 
It bad to run a brief competition with a murmur 
of anpproaeod enthusiasm that continued to 
run through the audience. 


The further rending of the document was at 


tfmoa pnnctuatod with applause: but Its ox- 
tromo length seemed to diminish its interest.

mously : [ Applause." ] 


Mr. Watterson further salil that he had no 


dissertation to offer, but simply a statement of 
fact. Either the convention should reject this 
monstroclty aud adopt the simple laold ,and true 
amendment offered (cheers); or if It wanted to 
take time, reecommit the whole matter. [Cries 
of "No" and "New committae.") There waa 
great confusion in the galleries, crios of Mills 
aud hissing, and the chairman had to rap 
aharply to secure order. 


Mr. Vllas got the floor and satd that he pre 


snmed there waa no one who knew bis record 
who did not know that he had reiterated for 
many years every statement in the substitute 
offered. But it was impossible to say enough 
In condemnation of tha iniquitous tariff legisla- 
tion Inflicted on this country.

Watterson. Half of that which hnd b»en de- 
nounced aa republican hero to-night ho had 
bowed down to In 1884 under the leadership of 
hla distinguished friend. 
(Mr. Watterson could 


not help amllinK and tho convention laughed J 


Continuing, Mr. Viloa said that no one would 


accept tbia form of expression more- quickly 
than he. (Crloa of 'Taku it'] He did not think 
It made any difference in wh&t form of words 
the democratic party declared Ita hostility to 
tho Iniquity of the tariff. Five yonra ago a 
democratic president led the party into posi- 
tion on that question which waa not only mag- 
nificent but gave Ufo-blood to tho democratic 
I>arty. In conclusion ho suggested that the 
convention tiiko tn these words and leave thoro 
those on which Mr. Cleavlaud was elected 
president. 


Mr. Watteraon again got tho platform and

Committee would sincerely carry out the 
spirit of that plank of the itate platform 
which dealt with the school law. Tbe 
State Committee were desirous merely ot 
hearing the views of the ohnroh commit- 
tee. Of course, it was impossible for tbe 
State Committee to go into tbe detail of 
interpreting the State Republican plat- 
form. On the other hand, the church 
committee wanted to learn, apparently) 
whether or not the promises mode in the 
state platform would be carried out in 
good faith by the State Committee. This 
was not at all unreasonable because of 
this fact: When the subject of revision 
of the oompnlBory school law was under 
consideration a year ago in tbe Legisla- 
ture certain prominent and well-known 
Lutherans asked members of the Legis 
lature to carry out the pledges which tbe 
State Committee had made in 1890; the 
answer of one of the legislators appealed 
to was that no action of the state con- 
vention bound him or pledged him to 
any particular polioy on that question. 


These and other questions were consid- 


ered in the conference yesterday. After 
there had been a full and frank exchange 
of views on the subject, the following 
was proposed and adopted by the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee: 


JliwilVMl, That thla commlttoe, ImvliiK been 


selected la tltft Republican State Convention 
widen udopl'dihe platform that declares the 
position ot I lie party on tue .ichool qiu'Htlot], 
herutolore, as a committee we pledge ourselves 
to carry out ttle spirit o( tho platform nn all 
questions, including the revlslou of the acliool 
law aa Indicated therein. 


It is interesting and important m this 


connection to know jnst what ia the 
plsnk in the State Republican platform 
on the subject ot education. Tbe plank 
referred to is as tallows: 


Upon tlie Important subject ot education we 


declare: 


(A). That since the success ot universal suf- 


frage and of popular goverameiit requires unl. 
vorsal Intelligence, therefore tilt) free common 
spools ot Illinois are tlw chlet bulwarks of tin: 
commonwealth and Urn safeguard of liberty. 


(II). That tlie education 
In elementary 


branches of each child la tlie state should be 
required by law. . 


(0). Tlmt all persons and thosx standing m 


tho parental relation should be left absolutely 
free to choose la wlut schools aud In what man- 
ner they will educate their children. 


(O). Tliat In no case shall school oll'oers or 


civil authorities be ulvim authority by law to In. 
terfore with private or parochial schools. 


(K). In pursuance of these prlnclples wo 


pledKe ourselves to repeal tho preseut compul- 
sory school aet and In llnu thereof to enact a 
law In harmony with the views hureln stated. 


The church committee were nnder- 


eto<xl to be clearly in favor of compulsory 
ednoation, and were Ratiefied *ith tbe 
declaration of the committee as given 
above. So far as oan bo aso»rtained> 
this is praotioally the position taken by 
those Gorman Lutherans who have spok- 
en on the subject. They appear to lie ut 
one on that question. There is a natural 
query as to who shall pass upon the 
parochial or private school, as to how far 
the teachings of English shall go, aud 
other related matters. 


These will cause no differences. 
It 


should lie remembered thiu the compul- 
sory school act was brought into oiis- 
tenco by certain public spirited citizens 
ot Chioago, thoee who were desirous of 
providing means to educate dependent 
children, neglected children, whom par- 
ents or guardians took no pains to edu- 
cate, but let them run wild without such 
training as the future good citizen should 
enjoy. It should be remembered also 
that the law was never intended to op- 
press or bear down upon any ohnroh or 
seat or religion, but that its sale object 
was to reach and provide for the unfor 
nnates jnsl referred to. 


The church committee who had the 


conference with the State Central com- 
mittee yesterday was headed by the Rev. 
J. G. Kiruher, of Diverse; and Lewi* 
street, Mr. Miohaelie, and several other 
gentlemen. Thoee whom they represent 
are the conference ot the German Evan- 
gelical church. This conferee•« is oom- 
posed of a progressive and intelligent 
body ot people. They have in Illinois 
about 140 churches. They are e strong 
and growing ohnroh. 
Their ministers 


are a well educated aud liberal clam of 
clergymen. 
Their conference for Illi- 


nois meets at Freeport, beginning to-day, 
and they will probably be in session over 
Sunday, Tlie committee ot which the 
Rov. Mr. Kiroher was speaker yesterday, 
will report to the conference, and the 
conference will appoint a committee to 
whom that report will ba submitted, and 
the second oommi* tee will report its ttnd- 
inge to tha conference before adjourn- 
ment.
